Entering the front of the build- 
ing one Is nt once struck with the 
massive itrnndeur, with Its carved 
statues of the great and tombs of 
prominent men, amongst whom la 
General Gordon's, Wellington's. Lord 
Hodney's. and Lord Nelson's. 

After taking n thorough survey of 
the main body of the fMhedrnl, I 
take a ticket (price (id.) to cuter the 
Whispering Gallery. This is situated 
in the dome and truly is n wonderful 
place. A man Inside Is deputed to 
explain nil about it. For n "lew cop- 
pers you are given every Instruction. 
Tlint person said to me, "Please go 
round to the opposite side nnd put 
your ear to the wall. 1 will whisper 
to yon." 1 did as 1 was told, nnd he 
wulspered to me some of the history 
of this great structure. 

TUo Cntaedrnl was built iu 1075- 
nlne years lifter the great are of Lou- 
don. It took 55 years to build, nnd 
it cost one nnd n-hnir millions of 
pounds storting. It is SU5 feet high, 
nnd (127 steps lend to its summit. 
By paying one shilling moic you can 
go Into the Golden Gallery a hove the 
dome, where you have n very good 
view of London. You can see the 
Crystal Palace, 12 miles distant from 
here. Sir Christopher Wren was the 
builder. Wo should not pass by the 
great library, with its thousands of 
wonderful books. Here you enu see 
the account book kept by Sir Chrlsto 
Idler Wren of each day's expense.

HI* ipiar- 
rel with Edvvnrd IV. was that after 
his wife died Edward wauted him to 
marry illiolher lady of his choosing, 
bin he would not. Itls tomb Is of ala- 
baster, showing his head on a pillow, 
the pillow on the clasped Bible, his 
feet on tile neck of the devil, and nii- 
gelB to protect his pillow, lie died in 
1474. 

The pulpii or Bristol Cathedral Is 
made entirely of brass, a gift hv 
a pin-uinker. The Bible rest also ws 
mnde of the filings of brass pins, an 1 
presented to the Cathedral In 1U38. 

The Bristol Cathedral was built in 
1142, and rcbuilr in 13UU. tt Is count- 
ed the grandest specimen of early 
English work In the Kingdom. The 
Norman Chapel dotes from 11 (JO to 
1101!. Henry VIII, dissolved the 
Monastery In 153!), nnd made It n 
Hl«!mpi'h-L. On January 1th, ir.I'J, It 
was dedlculed to the St. Augustine 
Black Friars, but when dissolved It 
became the Church of the Undivided 
Trinity.

" An American Mother " writes a 
very Interesting and Instructive arti- 
cle In the November number of the 
Ladles' Home Journal, on "Has the 
Amcrfenn Bad Manners 1" which 
might bo road with profit and instruc- 
tion by many.

"There Is another class whose had 
maimers are usually even more ag- 
gressive.

"Do not think me exacting. I have 
reached the age when every rational 
lieing understands his own slgnlllc- 
nnee. After fifty, if you arc not quite 
a fool, yon know that yon nre only n 
unit J n rue swarming millions on the 
earth. Except to three or four people, 
yon are of no Importance whatever. 
Once be sure of this and you can bear 
neglect or rudeness with equanimity. 

"And yet, when I go to London, and 
the saleswomen meet me with llicir 
soft voices nnd anxious courtesy, and 
oven the conductor of the 'bus tonehes 
his hat when he asks for my fare. 1 
feci n certalu warmth at heart, quite 
new and comforting. I go on my 
way, and the Swiss lanndrcss. whom 
1 have known for ten mlnntcs. bids me 
bon voyage on departing, nnd hopes 
that I shall find my fnmlly well and 
happy. In Tuscany the whole popula- 
tion meet me as though they had been 
waiting for me for years ; my cook 
alwavs comes to bid me good-night, 
praying the virgin to bless my grey 
hairs ; every fncchlno who carries a 
parcel for me counts himself there- 
after as iuy personal friend. In a 
moiilh I have hosts of colleagues a- 
mong shopmen, servants, and beggars, 
t like them, and they like me. 1 hegiu 
to fnncy that the world, after all. can 
lie cheery and gay, nnd its swarming 
millions 'friendly together. 

"Thcn I eome home. Why should ■ 
the world suddenly turn Its cold 
shoulder to me ? Why should cooks, 
plumbers, and car drivers treat me 
with defiant superiority 1 I am not 
claiming equality with them. 

"Why, when I stop a trolley car, 
should the conductor yell. 'Hnrry up !' 
at mo as If 1 were a slave, picking 
cotton 7 When I mildly beg, 'Stop 
here, please,* he stares ahead und re- 
cuses ?o reply even hy n nod, leaving 
me to stagger out, nnt knowing whe- 
ther the car will stop or not Why 
should another conductor thnnip mo 
on the back for my fare ? Why shollli 
nilv stranger dare to Iny a flugcr on 
itllbtlier •; Among civilized nations 111.; 
person is considered sacred, 

"I once saw n innlntto porter on a 
I'ullman ear push roughly between 
two old men who were talking earn- 
estly. He did this three times without 
rctiuke. They happened to be Cabinet 
Ministers, lint recognized the right of 
the olllelal to he rude nnd did not 
protest, 

"I protest, Omelnls ore the servants. 
not the masters, of the public. Car 
conductors do nnt own the roads, uor 
the passengers. 

■'After* nil, vou and I, like the cooks, 
and the plnmbers, nnd salespeople, 
and conductors, are nt heart honest, 
kind folk, ready In time of need to do 
each other a good tnrn. Then why. 
In the name of common sense, should 
tnc desire for social equality make us 
shrill, rude, and vulgar?

Another useful fruit of this class is 
the prune. It Is n kind of dried plum. 
and, stewed with water and a llitlii 
sugar, is excellent. The less sugar in 
cooked fruit of all kluds the uelti-r! 
Mauy people who now flud stcwrd 
fruit disagree with them would have 
uo further trouble If they could gei H 
cooked without sugar. Prunes :uv 
rich and should not be taken too free- 
ly. They are very useful ns a correc- 
tive for constipation. They cost from 
4(1. to Bd. a pouud ; tiiey should h- 
looked over aud the unsound ones re- 
moved before cooking. 

Perhaps I ought to have placed 1m- 
nnnas amongst the fresh fruits, for. 
although they are preserved, they sir.- 
also fresh. They are a useful fruii. 
hut 1 consider they are, in Ihls coun- 
try, very ei-penslve, and do not give 
anything like as good a return for Hie 
money as do the other fruits I have 
named. They are, however, extreme 
ly useful lu sickness, especially for all 
kinds of howel troubles. I believe re- 
markable results have been obtained 
iu dysentery when the patients have 
hcen dieted exclusively 011 hanjiuns 
and milk. Bananas can be given to 
very young children nnd Infants wIC.i 
advantage— hut they should be ripe. 

Water melons (or pumpkins) are ex- 
cellent, both as food anil for purifying 
the blood. They arc now to be obtain- 
ed almost anywhere at a very low 
price, and ealen with a little while 
flugnr are delicious. They often cure 
those who are suffering from evils 
caused by nn ovor-tnxed stomach, an 1 
a diet of water melons ami brown 
bread Tor a day or two In hot weather 
would often prove must delightful. 

Toni.itecs are of the Highest valne, 
Thev are exceedingly tasty, and tousl- 
ed or linked In their skins (tills Is 
niueh better Hum bolllngi uuike a 
nourishing and wholesome food. 1 
prc-rer (hem sliced, nnd baked or fried 
on a quick (Ire and served 011 toast. 
Sound tomatoes of Ihe sninll varieties 
can now be obtained during several 
months of ihe year, nt from 2d, to -Id. 
.1 pound. Those grown abroad arc 
quite as useful as the others. If sound, 
and thev arc often cheaper. 

Of Into years some very useful ad- 
ditions have been made to our fruil 
dietary In the shape of dried and 
tluued fruits. The value of these i« 
felt most In winter, when ordinary 
fresh fruit cannot be obtained. The 
best nre. In mv opinion, what are cull- 
oil evaporated fruits— that Is, fruits 
from which the moisture has keen ex- 
tracted, aud being dry. they keep good 
for a Ion:: time. They are usually 
cheap and can be prepared very eas- 
ily. 

Apple-rings, normandy pippins, and 
dried aprlcuts. among these, are very 
useful, and can lie obtained from auy 
good grocer. They need to lie soaked 
ill cold waler for 'a few hours before 
cooking. The apple-Hugs I an strong- 
ly recommend. They are much better 
aud cheaper, as well as more whole- 
some than cither tinned apples or the 
apple Jellks. 

Tlie tinned fruits are, as a whole, 
good, but they have one grcitt draw- 
back -I hey are, ns a rule, very sweet. 
To those, however, who do not Mud 
them disagree on this account, they 
will be found excellent food. The 
mined iiiiu-apple chunks arc very use 
fui and sirciigiiieiilng, and ore rlictip- 
ei", iu proportion, than other fruits, bul 
the tinned apples, pears, plums, and 
greengages are all gnnd. Tamarinds 
are very tasty and will be greatly en- 
Joyed In- children. They can bu had 
in l-lli. isirs at -IM. or Oil. each, and 
niiike qiilic n luxury with boiled rice 
or wheaten pudding. Tinned fruits 
sn.-.uld always bear the name of the 
preserver on the tins. A little exper- 
ience will teach what Is best.

David said truly, '-We arc born lu sin, 
nnd shnpen in iniquity." Some, per- 
haps, through good Christian environ- 
ments, may bo religiously Inclined ; 
but the natural tendency of man Is 
downward, away from God. The heart 
Is deceitful aud desperately wicked, 
and from the heart spring nil the is- 
sues of life. The carnal uiiud is en- 
mity ngniust God. The sinner does 
not waut anything to do with religion, 
he always associates it with a long 
face and Imagluos It will make his 
life miserable. 1£ we wait until he 
comes to us we may wait for ever. 
Salvatiou, lu niauy cases, bus to he 
forced -upon his attention. 

St. Paul says, "How shall they be- 
lieve In Him of Whuai they have not 
heard V and how shall they hear with- 
out a preacher 1 and how shall they 
preach except they be sent ?" So that 
the simple propositions are first— the 
sinner has got to be told about the 
plau of salvation berore he can ac- 
cept that which he cither knows no- 
thing of, or is prejudiced agninsi. 
Second— In order Tor blin to hear, It 
Is uree-sjiiy for someone to shoulder 
■lit) responsibility of carrying the mes- 
sage. Third, and most important of 
all. 

The Preacher Must Himself Believe 
in the me.-wiige and the Divine call to 
carry It. musL feel its irutli. Heaveu, 
hell, uiid the coming judgment must 
be to him, not mere phrases or words, 
hut ungniusayable realities. He uiu*t 
be a divine man. wholly consecrated 
to the will of God ; in short, he must 
be sent. 

The ancient prophets all realized a 
dclinltc call : without It they could 
not have gone through all ihey did. 
Isaiah felt the live coal fiorn off the 



altar touch his lips, purging him from 
milled sin and sanctify lug him for 
service, so that ho was able to sny, 
"Here am I, Lord, seud me I" The 
command of .losns to His disciples was, 
"Tarry ye lu Jerusalem until ye bo 
endued with power from on high." 
He knew very well that without this 
power they could accomplish nothing. 
It was to bo, presumably, the quallil- 
'■atlou Tor service In Ills Kingdom. 

We know what the result of that 
tarrying uutil Pentecost was. We 
know that the Holy Ghost descended 
upon these waiting souls in that upper 
room. Wc know that Illiterate as they 
were, they went out In i(s [lower and 
spoke with other tongues, so that the 
fust results were three thousand con- 
versions in one day. Granted that 
these people had been trenicudously 
worked upon by the events of tins 
past weeks, that scene nn Calvary, Un- 
dying Son of God ; the blackness and 
darkness, the opening of the tomb ; 
the rent vail ; the miraculous resur- 
rection of the Snvlour, and Ills ap- 
pearance to multitudes. But without 
llic power of God nothing would have 
enme of It. Could Pelor, ho whn 

Before the Pointed Finger of a Girl 
cursed and swore ami denied the 
Christ, have delivered such a soul- 
stlrrlng sermou as the world has never 
since heard 1 Could ho have relied for 
faith and prayer upon that Thomas 
who, before Pentecost, had to bo con- 
vinced by nothing short of the sight 
of those precious hands aud mutilated 
side, and would he have received any 
help from the rest of the eleven who,

THE EMPIRE. 

It was not until after the war of 
1870 that Germany became a unlte-l 
whole, having previously consisted nf 
a number of separate States. Since 
that time the Industrial and political 
power of the Empire has grown rapid- 
ly, till to-day Germany occupies a fore- 
most position In the councils of th > 
nations. Its present population Is 
llt'ty-llvo millions, nearly two-thirds o" 
whom are Protestants, and one-third 
Komnii Catholics ; Its extent Is 208.- 
M30 square miles— or almost twice an 
large as the United Kingdom. 

One of the first night's converts was 
n man who, next day, sought out the 
nearest Army quarters for the purpose 
of purchasing literature, and thus In- 
forming lilmrolf on the system nnd 
principles of die' organization.

A solid proof of the wider recog- 
nition of the Salvation Army in the 
City of Berlin is the fact that three 
Hundred billets for the oftiecrs, who 
came In from north, sonth, east, nnd 
west, for several hundred miles, were 
procured without any dimeulty.

for, and rejoiced most in, ihe viuiuifc~ 
of the last week, was Brigadier Gaunt 
lett. Boi.i he and Mrk.Gauntlctt and 
family are thoroughly Germanized, 
the children being us much at home 
In the language as In English Itself. 
They love the country, and the Brig- 
adier has his hands full In pushing the 
war for Its salvation. 

It Is said that there was n wedding 
on every evening In one or other of 
Ihe Germniila group of halls while the 
(ieneral was In Berlin. Hence it was 
no uncommon sight to see stray 
" guests " In our meetings, nor to 
catch the echo of tlie festivities during 
tlie speaking. 

The General, in thanking the Stuff 
Officers for the way in which they - 
had rallied to his side, and labored to 
make his visit a success, referred to 
Colonel Lnwley as "that round-faced 
liiugtlshiuan, whose ancestors mnst 
have come out of Saxony !" 

" Oil," humorously exclaimed the 
General In oue of his addresses, "oh. 
I wish I were n German ! You Ger- 
man people ore very clover ; If you 
can tell me how to ho a German for a 
week, and then nn American for a 
week, and then n Dutchman for a 
week, und then a Britisher for a 
week, I'd give you a nice spot in the 
lienvenly country !"

THE BIBLE AND BREAD 

Two important meetings were held 
In Kingston on Tuesday of last Tveek, 
and there were some things about 
these meetings which provide food for 
lclleclion. The one meeting was held 
in Ertmondson Hall, and was presided 
over by His Grace the Archbishop. 
On the platform with him were min- 
isterial representatives of several de- 
nominations. The object of tbc meet- 
ing was to receive the annual report 
of the Kingston Auxiliary of the Brit- 
ish nnd Foreign Bible Society, and to 
adopt resolutions tearing on the snmc. 

The other meeting was held in the 
Town Hall, and was presided over by 
His Worship the Mayor of Kingston, 
and with him on the platform wus 
His Excellency Sydney Oliver, l lie 
Acting Governor. The objeflt of this 
meeting was to enlist sympathy with 
the Snlvntlon Army's Social work, nnd 
by enlisting sympathy to get funds to 
feed tln> hungry with bread. In his 
opening remarks the Archbishop said 
tlint it was almost sacrilege to at- 
tempt. In preaching, to Improve on the 
lienuiitui pi.ii.bl* of the Prodigal Son. 
in tho Town Hall those who Bpoke 
seemed nnimntcd with a desire to 
have the pnrnble reproduced In renl 
ife. 

The Poor Should Have tha Bible, 

It is not to be supposed tlint the 
iinuunl meeting of the Kingston Aux- 
iliary has not our heartiest snpport ; 
or that we are not In accord with the 
object of (Hat Boclety. whleb Is to put 
a copy of the Bible within reach of 
the poorest. Btlt we would like to 
nsk the question whether. If the de- 
sire or tli. me who took part In the 
meeting K bv the Issuing of cheap 
eoplCH of the Scriptures to get the 
poorest to rend the Bible, and by the 
reading of it become better, there Is 
noL something tlint should precede or 
accompany the circulation of the 
cheap Scriptures, and if the meeting 
In the Town Hall, under the presi- 
dency of the Mnyor, was not attend- 
ing to that something ? It In not only 
neeessnrv to put n copy of the Scrip- 
tures within reach of the poorest ; It 
Is also necessary to induce them to 
rend the Bible. This cannot be better 
done thnn when the spirit of the Blblo 
is translated into actions ; when the 
hungry are fed ; when the sick are 
nursed ; when the fallen are reclaim- 
ed ; when the despondent are cheered, 
and the sorrowing arc comforted. 
When persons belonging to the classes 
we have described find themselves 
sought after [ when a helping hand 
is held out to them by those on whom 
thev have no positive claim, nnd when 
tlm'v are told (tint all that is being 
done Tor them Is being done out of 
lovnlty 1<> the teachings of the Bible 
nnd the Great Master Who Inspired it, 
nnd Who Himself set His people the 
example they should fallow, then we 
mav expect they will seek to possess 
the' book that hns brought such n 
blessing In them, nnd which hnB had 
nucli un lnilnence on their benefactors. 
But when the poor and the needy are 
told that the churches own the au- 
thority of the Bible, and that the Bible 
makes the coring of the poor n special 
ilntv devolving on professed Christ- 
ians, and when they heor these pro- 
fessed Christians, who are surrounded 
t>y innnv eoinforts, saying, "Be ye fed, 
tnd he' vo rind," nntl yet see them 
'toing nothing to carry their commehd-

able com urn ud lnlo effect, what inter- 
est can tbey be oxpeeted to take In n 
book that requires so much from 
those who profess to believe in It, and 
yet produce such poor resutts In their 
lives ? It has often been found that 
the giving of temporal help is a good 
way of reaching the heart ; feed a 
hungry man, and he will listen to your 
Gospel ; nurse a sick man, and ho will 
listen to .vonr exposition of affliction 
being ix means of sanctifying grnec ; 
but if you neither feed nor nurse him 
It will he nn evidence of hlB self-re- 
Btralnt if he do not hid you eonso 
preaching and praying to him. What 
la needed more to-day than ever be- 
fore is not the printed page of the 
Bible In the hand and before the eyes, 
but the principles of tlie Bible made 
clear and plain In the Christian life, 
tf this were more generally done than 
seems nt present to be the case, prob- 
ably the churches would not have to 
complain, ns the Baptist Reporter 
docs, that young men nnd young wo- 
men nnd the laboring classes are 
drifting. 

Who Is Responsible for Giving Bread 1 

We nre constrained to write thus 
bemuse it seems to be tneitly admitted 
tbnt the churches' concern should lie 
nl:oui cheap Bibles nnd the Salvation 
Army's concern about cheap bread. 
We see no reason why these should b ■ 
separated, but they arc. If they wer > 
nor, would Hie churches not show a< 
inueh Interest in securing the one as 
they show In securing the other ? We 
are not to be understood ns unfavor- 
able to the Social scheme which hns 
been inaugurated. What we do ob- 
ject to is the tacit assumption that 
such Social work lies more within tin* 
province of such an organization ns 
the Salvation Army than within flint 
of any of the recognized chnrohes. If 
tills Idea Is allowed to be continued 
without question, then I lie Impressloi 
that Is on many minds will he so 
deepened as to make this opinion a 
moral certainty, viz.: that the churches 
are for the respectable and well-to-do 
niifi that the humbler ami lower 
classes must seek salvation through 
such an organization as the Salvation 
Army. What will the result be ? The 
reclaimed will not connect themselves 
with any chnreh, but will prohahly 
regnrd them nil with disfavor. 

Let this also be remembered tlint If 
the Social work of the Snlviitlou Army 
Is to be snecessful. members of Die 
erurehes, as well ns the generous in 
the community, will have to provide 
the funds.. The Army practically says. 
"We arc better able to do Social work 
than the churches tire, and they them- 
selves admit ft. We arc willing to h:> 
your agents and do the work IT you 
will provide us with the in cant:." Th ■ 
helped will not consider whence the 
inenns enme ; their gratitude, and 
rightly, too, will be in those who mine 
to their assistance and helped them 
In a time of need. 

Wc propose Tin- I lie em i side raf in :i i>f 
the churches tliiH suggestion : He as 
nnxlous to provide bread for the hun- 
gry ns you nre to provide Bible Tor th;' 
Ignorant, Let a committee represent- 
ative of nil the churches be formed to 
devise and carry a Social scheme Into 
effect. The Nonconform lsts have dial 
eommlttce reudy to hnnd in tho Union 
of Evangelical Churches, and surely 
the Eplacopnl Clin rch would not object 
to work With that Union In prnetlc.il 
social work. Let there he n "Brand" 
Sunday, as well as n "Bible" Sunday, 
an wns proposed by His Grace, oh 
served not only In Kingston, but 
throughout the Island, and the recital 
of the story of coses helped and saveil 



would secure n gcuerous response to 
. any uppcnl made, nnd, as a result, on 
a 'plan not yet thought of, the poor 
and tho distressed in the commuulty 
would be helped, and the churches 
would thus give prnctical evidence 
that they were nulmatcd by the Spirit 
and were entitled to the name of 
Christ. 

The Salvation Army in Britain has 
earned for ItBClf an excellent record 
for the splendid Social work It hns 
doue. If the support nsked for is 
given, It will cam for Itself as good 
a record here, and It work Is not to lie 
itoue In unv other --ay we hope that 
the help required will be forthcoming. 
The feeding of tho hungry nnd the 
nursing of the sick nre distinctively 
the work of the church of Christ, and 
anv church worthv of the name should 
be' doing that work. The churches 
cniiuot relegate to any organization 
such a distluct part of their duties 
without loss to themselves, without 
losing their claim to the gratitude of 
the poor nnd sick for whose welfare 
their Master was nlway.s solicitous.

TLe nuthor uf the hymn, Augustus 

bum, Surrey, in 1740, anil wum educnt- 
ed nt Westminster mid in Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin. Topludy wns nil 'mii'o- 
lentlng polciulst, nud eonecived. It to 
he his duty to opposto the Arndiilnn- 
lsm of the Wesley*. JJence he ensur- 
ed In a conlruversy Willi John Wesley 
upon Ilie subject of entire Kuuctllleu- 
tton, whleh doctrine Tophuly held to 
be totally unorthodox. lie lire,] one 
polemical broadside after another n- 
gniuet Wesley, mid then, during it bill 
in the fray, ho wrote o. emlon* llieo- 
loglcnl article on "The National Debt." 
This lie published in the dispel .Majr- 
nsslne, of which be was then editor. 
Among other thingx, this curious ur- 
tldle contained a discussion of onr 
debt of am which Christ ciinccleil, and 
our consequent obligation to Him, and 
the paper closed wilh "A Llvlnj; and 
Dying Prayer for the Holiest Believ- 
ers In the World." 

That prayer Is Toplndy's famous 
hymn, "lioelc of Arcs, Cleft for me," 
which lie published In the mcniorabl,- 
year of 177(1. During the same year 
tho hymn appeared in n collection of 
"PkhIiuh and Jlymiis," published by 
the corneal OalylnlHt. It Is inlercstliij: 
to note that this hymn appeared 
anonymously, 

Toplndy was destined to a short life, 
dying in his thirty-eighth year, two 
yenrs after the publleallon of his peer- 
less byran. In his dying testimony lie 
Hounded a trlumpuiiiM note, nml seem.* 
to have raullxcd lite spirit ami comfort 
of his "living nnd dyliifj pinyer." In 
his lust moments, he spoke of himself 



im "the Happiest mini hi the world." 
Hciiliiihig Mini the end was near, be 
siild : "1 cannot tell the comforts 1 
feel In my soul ; they are past expres- 
sion. Hie consolations of God are so 
abundant. He leaves me nothing to 
pray for ; my prayers lire nil eon- 

nlrendy In niy soul." No" mortal "can 
live after having seen the glories 
which God lias manifested to my 
soul," Thus passed away the author 
o[ "liock of Ages." 

The hymn, as orlglnnlly published, 
contained four slaiinas. These were 
suliM-.picnlly allered and reduced l<> 
ttiree by Jlonlgomory and Collerlli fo;- 
fliclf "Shefheld Hymn-Hook," which 
appeared In 1KI0. since then Ihe 
hymn has frequently appeared in col- 
lections In (his abridged form. 

If. as has been said, Martin Luther's 
"A miglily fortress Is our God" is the 
grandest baltle hymn, and Owner's 
"God moves in a mysterious way" is 
the uoblcsl hynui of providence, and 
Wesley's ".(csus, lovor of my soul," is 
the lluesl heart hymn, surely, If such 
distinctions be allowed, Toplndy's 
"BocU of Ages" deserves to rank as 
tlie first atonement hvinii of modern 
tiymnody. Tlie hymn has for Its sub 
Jecl salvation tlirough Christ's media- 
lion, and combats, as the nuthor in- 
tended It should. Hie docliine of Jusll- 
Ileal Ion by works, the doctrine of 
sancillieallon. It Is a penitential 
prayer, and has boon the Inspiration 
of counllcSH scores of believers who 
brenihed li forth from dying lips ns 
tliey passed triumphantly out Of this 
world. 

The popularity of litis snored sow; 
Is attested by its almost world-wide 
use. It ivas a great favorite wilh the 
late Air. C lads tone- so much so that 
lie made excellent translallons of It 
lino Latin, Greek, and Italian. Dr. 



I'usey regarded It as "the most de- 
servedly popular hymn, perhaps the 
very favorite." "No other English 
hyuiu," says another ardent admirer, 
"can be uuiuod which has laid so 
broad and Arm a grasp upon the Eng- 
llshspeaklug world." Together will! 
the B">'" nnd Uimyan's Immortal 
work, the " I'llgrim's rrogress," it 
seems to hove gone woll-nigh round 
the globe. 

The hymn has truly helped men. not 
only lu their living, lint also lit their 
dying hours. It has orten proved a 
blessing io prince and peasant alike. 
The I'rlnce Consort 19 said to have 
qnolcd Us comforting verses Just be- 
fore his peaceful end hi Windsor Cas- 
tle. There Is a story that the daring 
cavalry leader, General Stuart, who 
was mortally wounded In a battle near 
Hlcliniond. wiille endeavoring Io do- 
lend lite capital of the Southern Con- 
federacy, sang this hymn in his last 
moments as his life slowly ebbed a- 
iiViiy. 11 Is recorded also Ihat, "when 
lite London went down ill tlie Bay of 
Biscay, in lKOti, the lasl llilng which 
the lasl man who loft the ship heard, 
as Hie boat pushed off from the doom- 
ed vessel, was Ihe voices of passeng- 
ers singing 'IloeU of Ages.' " 

Such, In brief. Is the history of Top- 
lady's famous hymn.— Sunday School 
Times.

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CHAPTER XXVl.-(Contluued.) 

To the East, where our Lord dwelt, 
nay, to all the rest of the empire, the 
reign of Tiberius was a quiet time. 
with the good government arranged 
t>y Augustus working on. It was only 
his own family, and the senators nnil 
the people of rank jit Rome, who ha 1 
much to fear from bis strange, harsh, 
and Jealous temper. The Clauilhnr 
family bad lu all times been shy, 
proud, and stern, and to have Eueh 
power as belonged to Augustus Ciesar 
was more thnu their bendH could hear. 
Tiberius bated and suspected every- 
body, and yet he did not like putting 
people tn death, so be let Drusus be 
starved to death In prison, and Agrlp- 
plna chose the same way of dying In 
her Island, while some of the chief 
senators received Riieb messages that 
they put themselves to death. Ho led 
a wretched life, watching for treason 
and fearing everybody, and trying to 
drown the thought: of danger lu the 
banquets of Caprem, where the re- 
mains of bis villa may still be seen. 
Ouce he set out, Intending to visit 
Koine, but uo sooner had he lauded in 
(,'nmpaula than the sight of hundreds 
of country people shouting welcome 
so disturbed him lhat he hastened on 
uoard ship again, and thus enlered 
the Tiber ; but at the very sight of 
the hills of Rome his terror returned, 
and be had his galley turned about 
nud went back to his Island, which 
he never again quitted. 

Only two males of his family were 
left now— a great-nephew and a 
nephew, Cains, that sou of the neeond 
Uermanlciis, who had been nicknamed 
Caligula, a youth of a strnuge, excit- 
able, feverish unture, but who, from 
his fright at Tiberius, had managed 
to keep the peace wllb him, nud bad 
only once been for a short time In dis- 
grace ; and bis uncle, -the youngest 
son of the first Germnuicue, commonly 
called Claudius, a voi*y dull, henry 
man, fond of books, but so slow and 
shy that he was considered to be 
wanting In brains, and thus hod never 
fallen under suspicion. 

At length Tiberius fell 111, and when 
he was known to be dying, he was 
smothered with pillows as he began to 
recover from a fainting tit, lest be 
should take vengeance on those who 
had for a moment thought blm dead, 
lie died. A. D. 37, and the power went 
to Cnllguln, properly called Cains, who 
was only twenty-live, and who began 
lu a kindly generous spirit, which 
pleased the people and gave them 
hope ; but to have so much power 
was too much for his urnlu, and lie 
enn only bo thought of as mad, espec- 
ially after he had a severe illness, 
which made the people ™ atixloiix that 
lie wns pulfed up with the notion of 
his own Importance. 

He put to death alt who offended 
him, nnd, Inheriting some of Tiberius' 
distrust and hatred of the people, he 
cried out, when they did not ndmlrc 
one of his shows as much as be ex- 
pected, "Would that the people of 
Rome had but one neck, so that I 
might behead them all at ohec." Ho 
planned great public buildings, but 
had not steadiness to carry them out : 
and he beeamc so greedy of the fame 
which, poor wretch, be could not cam, 
that he was Jealous even of the dead. 
He turned the books of LIvy and 
Virgil out of the libraries, and de- 
prived the statues of the great men 
of old of the marks by which they 
werc known— Clnclnuntus of his curls, 
and Torquatus of his collar, and lie 
forbade the Inst of the Pompeii to be 
cnllod Magnus. 

He made an expedition Into Gaul, 
nnd talked of conquering Britain, bul 
he got no further than the shore of th > 
Channel, where, Instead of setting sail, 
tic bade the soldiers gather up shells, 
which he sent home to the senate to 
be placed among the treasures In the 
Capitol, calling them tile ppolls of the 
conquered ocean. Then lu; collected 
the Gcrmnn slaves and the tallest 
Gauls he could find, commanded the 
lnttcr to dye their hair and beards to 
a light color, and brought them home 
to walk In his triumph. The senate, 



Ik.WlVit were slow to understand that 
hi; could rcnlly expect a triumph, and 
ihls itffroulcd lilm so much that, when 
they offered blm 0110. he would not 
have It, nnd -went 011 Insulting them. 
He made bis horse a consul, though 
only for a day, and showed it with 
njolileii nnte liofore !t In fl K olr|en mon- 
ger. Once, when the two cousuls 
Were sittiug beside him, h burst out 
laughing, to thluk, ho said, how with 
one word bo could make both their 
heads roll on the floor. 

The provinces were not so ill on", 
but the state of Home was unbearable, 
livery body was In danger, and at last 
ji plot wns formed for his death ; and 
as he was on his way from his bouse 
to the circus, and stopped to look at 
some singers who were going to per- 
roi-m, a party of men set upon him 
and killed him with many wounds, 
after be had relgnod only five years, 
and when he wns but thirty years 
old.

In the very na- 
ture of the case much must be sub- 
scribed to, that at the time can not 
be known, it can not be known how 
great our capacities will be, or what 
means may fall into our hands, or 
what God's word and Spirit may re- 
veal as duty, upon whnt errands He 
may wish to send us, or what crosses 
He may sec Jit to scud ; so, with 
lHriiel, we must cover all this ground 
with " whatsoever" and " whereso- 
ever," and obedlcully trust our Father 
lor the "what" aud "where." How 
Inexpressibly delicious to feci that— 

" Where He mny lend I'll follow, 
My trust In Him repose, 
Aud every hour In perfect pence, 
I'll sing, He knows, He knows !" 

The "ns far as I kuow" consecration 
Is as If one bad the whole 
world to consecrate, and should 
take his stalion In the val- 
ley where but a fraction of bis 
possession can be seen, and then con- 
secrate as far "as be enn see." He 
would not get the blessing. He ns- 
cends u. hill-top, where the rnugc of 
vision Is broader, and repeats the con- 
secration with like results. Then lie 
scales a mountain summit, nnd .then 
from one of earth's highest penks. with 
a teleseopc, his vision sweeps n much 
wider circle, and be consecrates It all, 
but does not get the blessing. He has 
been consecrating "as far as be can 
sec," Finally, lu despair, he bows 
before God and vows, "I yield all to 
Thee— all that 1 can see, and nil that 
la beyond my sight ; the little that I 
am, nnd all 1 ever may be ; this world 
as It Is, nnd ns It will be when all Its 
resources arc developed ; and if in my 
unino there arc other worlds that I 
do not now know of, them, too, I yl.M 
to Thee ; nnd to nil Thy will ns it is 
revealed, and as It mny hereafter bj 
mnde known, bv Thy nsslstlug grace, 
1 yield. 

And Will for Ever Yield. 

Thus the fully consecrated soul coven- 
ants to yield nil eternally to Jesus, And 
the "all" Includes every power of the 
ticing, as It is nnd as It will be when 
It bus by use Increased ten-fold, 11 
million-fold. It Includes all earthly 
goods now possessed, and nil that, will 
be when the undiscovered gold-mine Is 
developed, or the princely legacy re- 
ceived. It includes everything now 
made plain, and all that ever will be 
through the years of time and cycles 
of eternity. It Includes all, not ns 
measured by changing human vision, 
from the valley, or hill-top. or moun- 
tain ; ltitt as seen by the Omniscient 
Eye. This is whnt God menut when 
ltc snid : "If we walk In the light as 
He Is in the light." It 1b as If God 
should say, "My child, I have mapped 
out for you Just the life-plan tlnit you 
need ; you enn understand, and need 
to know hut little of it now, but I will 
revcnl It to you. explain It, and rive 
you wisdom aud strength t u execute 



It ns you need. Will you subscribe to 
It *»" Complete consecration responds: 
•■messed Lord, write out my orders 
nud my dlsclpllue for this life and the 
life to come, nnd, by Thy grace, I 
promise to sny amen to every word." 

Ths Wrons Way to Argue. 

Many things In the life that arc not 
consistent with Uod's will may not 
arise at the moment the consecration 
Is made, but as soon as they are seeu 
they are made to harmonize. Some 
Have foolishly reasoned as a certain 
brother did In regard to his tobacco. 
He made a complete consecration, ex- 
ercised the foirb, and crossed over iuto 
Canaan. He had been there but a 
shert time when his tobacco hnblt 
confronted him. He reasoned, "Gcd 
sanetllled me with my tobacco ; there- 
lore it can not be wrong to use 11" 
But still It bothered him. Then be 
prayed : "If using this Is wrong, Iben, 
O Ood, lake Thy Holy Spirit from 
me." In an instnnt the Spirit took 
Its lllght, and the horrors of the dark- 
ness that followed, the brother never 
wishes again to feel. He cried out : 
"It Is enough ; I yield !" Tobneeo 
went, the Spirit returned, nud he n- 
galued rejoiced in His presence, hav- 
ing learned the lesson that the fully 
consecrated sou] should yield nt once 
to alt the Spirit's corrections. 

One asks : "But how can we know 
when all is consecrated V" Just as the 
soldier knows that be will execute the 
orders of his superior, or die trying to. 
Yes. even more surely, for mnti might 
require impossibilities ; God cannot. 
Just ns a person knows when he has 
deeded all bis property to another, or 
promised a superior implicit obedience, 

Israel at Jordan yielded the hist 
point. The "whatsoever" nod "where- 
soever" covered the whole ground. 1 
heard a minister's wife once say that, 
lu reviewing her consecration, she al- 
ways "ran up against something" thnt 
she was not willing to do. Toe many 
are like her In this respect. This Is 
the secret of Its being "so hard" for 
many to believe. 

If the Israelites at Jordan had held 
on to their tobacco, it they had had It, 
or their "Jewelry" or "godless orsaulz- 
atlous," or bad InsiKled on putting 
their inuHio ta the hijnds of the ungod- 
ly Instead of the people divinely lined 
for that work, or held to wrong menus 
for raising mouey Instead of bringing 
lu their tithes, or retain uiiscrlptural 
practices lu their business, „r In any 
way "kept back part of the price," 
they would have found It as difficult to 
exercise the "faith that brings the 
lire" as their brethren and sisters of 
10-ilny.
